R Iproclamation 

•By the GovernoT of Illinois 

October 0, 1021, will commemorate 
the fiftieth anniversary of the great 
Chicago fire. Out of that fire America 
was given a tragic object lesson in 
the price of carelessness. From a 
single act of carelessness in the use 
of a lantern while milking a cow was 
started a conflagration which consum- 
ed 10,950 buildings over area of 2,124 
jicres, wiping out $298,000,000 in pro- 
perty and leaving 100,000 homeless. 

Last year in this country more than 
$500,000,000 in property was destroy- 
ed by fire, about twice the usual loss, 
while 15,000 persons are estimated to 
have lost their lives from • fire or 
burns. In Illinois the loss exceeded 
^20,000,000. Our fire losses are sap- 
ping our economic resources. 

Carelessness, and ignorance of com- 
mon hazards, arc responsible for near- 
ly 90 per cent of loss of life and pro- 
perty from fire. Because of the strik- 
. ing act of carelessness which kindled 
the conflagration, and the tremendous 
consequences which resulted, the date 
of the Chicago fire has come to be 
observed as Fire Prevention day,, 
throughout the nation. 

Therefore, because it is the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Chicago fire and 
in view of the unusual fire losses of 
last year, it is with a particular sense 
of appropriateness that I proclaim 
Sunday, the ninth day of October, 
1921, as Fire Prevention day. 
4 In keeping with the historic occa- 
sion, I urge that the week of October 
9 be set aside as Fire Prevention week 
and that practical activites be held 
along these suggested lines: 

That the entire week be marked by 
a cleaning up and disposal of rubbish 
from all pomises, a careful examina- 
tion and repairing of heating appara- 
tus and flues, so that they will be 
safe^for the winter; an inspection of 
electric wiring and correction pf de- 
fects; and the removal of any other 
dangerous conditions which may cause 

fire. 

During this week I also urge that 
fire drills be held in schools, factories 
and stores, and that they be continued 
at regular intervals. ■ . » > 

That local authorities examine their 
fire ordinances and make them suflrl- 
cient if they are lacking in any parti- 
cular. 

The occasion is historic. Let it be 
commemorated in historic fashion, so 
that on this fiftieth anniversary the 
lesson of the conflagration may be 
brought back vividly and that all may 
dedicate themselves to habits of care- 
fulness as regards fire.

The board of trusleea held their reg- 
ular meeting Tuesday evening. Att y 
Runyard was among those present and 
with him was County Superintendent of 
RoQda Russell. Mr. Russell was asked 
to apeak a few words on the cement 
road situation. He said: "The most 
authentic information I can get is that 
plans are all made out and It now lies 
with the different townships along the 
route to provide the right-of-way." 
At the present time the only block in 

pushing ahead with the work is at Llb- 
ertyville and the overhead bridge at 
Lake Villa. 

LibertyvlIIe haa a problem to solve in- 
as-much aa the state highway commis- 
ion has laid out a route that will avoid 
the grade crossing at Libertyville, 
turning to the left along the railroad 
to a viaduct under the St.Paul line. 

This route carries the right of way 
through the property of a certain plant 
of LibertyvlIIe which is asking $50,000 
for rijiht of way. The commercial as- 
sociation at present haa been unable to 
overcome this particular obstacle. In- 
formation has leaked out that behind 
this obstacle is a selfish motive on the 
part of some of the citizens of that 
town, but that this will not' stop the 
present proposed plans to atart the 
highway. 

The Lake Villa obstacle la another 
proposition that will will prove ^rouble- 
some, inasmuch as the expense of 
putting through a right of way to In- 
clude the overhead bridge will lie with 
the county and may prove to be to an 
expi-ntive piece of work at this lime. 

Mr. Russell thought that the state 
highway commissionsers might be pre- 
vailed upon to go ahead with the road, 
leaving tie short strips including the 
overheod bridgfe to a later date. 

He then pointed out Antioch's prc- 
b!em. This includes the widening of 
tha main street from a point a little 
south of the 'Channel take road to the 
north end of the grade school grounds. 
Thia will necessitate the narrowing of 
the sidewalks in the business section 
three feet on each side and the grading

$1.75; Spread of 
10% for Sept. 

Announcements were sent out from 
the Marketing Co. last week that the 
September spread would be ten per 
cent, and that the price for October 
milk would be $1.75. 

The affairs of the Marketing Co. 
seem to be taking on a brighter out- 
look this week and there is no doubt 
that if the members of association 
will give the directors a little more 
time to get their internal affairs in 
shape that this company will soon get 
down to real constructive work. 

It is thought that the action of 
some of the members of the Milk Pro- 
ducers' associations were a little hasty 
in their withdrawal from the associa- 
tions and it is thought that many of 
those who withdrew will re-conslder 
their action and that the different 
locals will sbon be re-constructed to 
their^ original strength and that the 
work of these organizations will soon 
be able to go ahead under full 
strength. 

Most of the locals are fully realiz-. 
ing the folly of allowing its member- 
ship to get away and a campaign will 
soon be under way to show its mem- 
bers that in the lack of co-operation 
the farmer wilt be the only loser and 
that they will be playing into the 
hands of the condensers and large 
dealers of milk products.

BAVORSTOCK 
TRAGEDY IS 
UNSOLVED 

A message rpceived here Saturday 
notified relaiivea of the murder of Mrs. 
John Devorstock, formerly Mrs. Nellie 
Kornum, a sister of ' Mra, , Lenura 
Hugbea, local telephone manager. 

John Bavorstock was a formerly em- 
ployed on the Howe farm two years 
ago and at that time was united 
in marriage to Miss Farnum, who was 
the local operator here, left after the 
wedding for Middleville, Michigan, 
locating on a farm there. Very little 
can be learned as to the condition in 
the murder case as Bavorstock is in a 
serious condition. 

The inTormation obtained from him 
at that lime was that robbers had broke 
into the house and had killed his wife 
and attempted to kill him. 

The first information received in this 
affair was that on Friday evening 
Bavorstock aroused a neighbor,^nform- 
ing him that his barn was on fire. Help 
was called to the Bavorstock farm and 
the fire was soon extinquished. After 
th^ fire was put under control a search 
of the house revealed the body of Mrs. 
Bavorstock in a cistern under the kit- 
chen floor. Her body was wrapped in 
a blanket, saturated with kerosene. 
The housG^^also was throughly saturat- 
ed with kerosene. 

After these discoveries a search was 
made for Bavorstock, who was found 
in a dying condition, his throat being 
cut twice, on the steps of the neighbor- 
ing farmer. 

Later investigation brought out the 
theory that Bavorstock had committeed 
the deeds himself, evidence showing 
that he had recently placed his affairs 
in the hands of an attorney and had 
taken out considerable insurance. 

Bavorstock had financial difficulties 
and with a case of sunslrock that he 
underwent last summer it is thought 
that he may have been mentally un- 
balanced. 

Investigation of the entire affair is 
going on and authorities are hoping for 
Bavorstock'a recovery sufficient to clear 
up the case.

Washington, Oct C— Advisability of 
a federal bond issue to create a fund 
for making loans to aid nmnlclpnl pu»>- 
llc works In years of depression when 
Jobs are scarce Is under consideration 
by subcommUtees of the national con- 
ference :on unemployment 

Such a proposal has been suggested 
to the conference as pnrj of a plan for 
permanent safeguards against bad 
years for the nation's workers. No 
estimate of how many millions of dol- 
lars would be required for such a 
fund has beeu made as yet. The plan 
constitutes one of the recommenda- 
tions of the conference advisory com- 
mittee. 

Loans to municipalities would be 
made by the federal governineut under 
the plan only upon proof of national 
unemployment and Industrial depres- 
sions, as sliown by Industrial nnd un- 
employment statistics and upon proof 
of the soundness nnd utility of specif- 
ic public works proposed. 

Steps have been taken by city oIU- 
clals of Boston and Cleveland to put 
Into effect the emergency relief pro- 
gram adopted last week by the con- 
ference. Secretary Hoover announced, 
adding that he had been Informed, un- 
olllclally that Tortlnnd, Oregon and 
Milwaukee were working along the 
same lines. 

Tho conference will ask the bankers 
of the nation nnd mayors of all cities 
to hack the emergency program to 
check unemployment planned by tho 
conference, Secretary Uoover said. 

Henry B. Robinson, a member of 
tho conference, has gone to Loa An- 
geles to plead with the American 
Bankers' association, In convention 
there. 

"Employers nnd business men, relief 
organizations, stnte and federal agen- 
cies, cannot surround the uneraploy- 
nient problem systematically until 
mayors have established strong emer- 
gency organizations with municipali- 
ties "behind them," Secretary Uoover 

Bald. 

"Tlio President's conference on un- 
employment is anxious to know wimt- 
steps are taken in the various cities 
and towns, and to have tlio views of 
olllcials for further constructive 
plans." 

Dellnlte raeaaurca to solve tlio trans- 
portation problem will be taken up by 
the transportation committee, it was 
officially announced. 

Tlie committee la working on a 
plan and consulting with rtiliroad 
executives for upprovnl. The proposed 
$500,000,000 railroad refund Is part of 
tlic plan. 

It is known, however, that W. S. 
Carter, president of the BroUierhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and chairman 
of the committee. Intends to continue 
his elforta to block a recommendation 
of pa>Tnent of this refund unless u 
specific provision la Included that tlie 
railroads .spend the money for ninin- 
tenanco and repair. 

Gorier succeeded In preventing such

tho emergency program adopted by 
tlie conference.

the county fairs, 

■ Vet this is exactly what happened 
and the first exhibit of the incorpor- 
ated West Kenosha County Fair asso- 
ciation at Wilmot last Friday and 
Saturday exceeded the fondest expec- 
tations of the men and women who 
have worked hard for the past month 
to make it a success.
